This 
change requires further consideration under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, because it is unclear whether the terms "a horizontal plate" 
and "a front plate" in claim 22 refer to the same or different things. See MPEP 608.01 (o) and double inclusion in MPEP 2173.05(o); and/or 

(b) The amendments to the drawings raise the issue of new matter. For example, the original drawings show that the crank 41 is made of 
metal, however, the amended FIGS. 11, 13, etc. show that the crank 41 is apparently made of refractory material in accordance with 
drawing symbols in MPEP 608.02. The refractory material is unsupported by the original record.
